Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 16 and 18-26 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The combined prior art together does not disclose when the communication 
interface within the image forming apparatus is active, it is able to control the speed for 
receiving data during a period of transition from a power save mode to a normal mode 
as well as during a period when the processor is in an off-state while in the power save 
mode. Thus, the newly added limitations within the claims are sufficient enough to 
overcome the prior art of record, and as a result, the claims are allowable over the prior 
art.
